Austin  H.  Kiplinger,  editor  of 
The  Kiplinger  Washington  Letter, 
was  the  guest  lecturer  and 
seminar  leader  at  a  benefit  for  the 
Montana  Committee  for  the 
Humanities  (MCH)  in  July  at  the 
Flathead  Lake  Lodge  in  Bigfork. 
He  also  generously  donated  his 
time  and  expertise  to  the  MCH  as 
guest  speaker  at  the  Billings 
Rotary  Club  luncheon  on  July  19. 
Proceeds  from  the  two 
presentations  went  toward  MCH 
program  development  in  rural 
communities. 

Mr.  Kiplinger' s  career  as  a 
reporter,  broadcast  commentator, 
and  editor  specializing  in 
business  and  political  affairs 


spans  five  decades.  His  full-time 
reporting  career  began  in  1940 
with  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle. 
During  the  1950s  he  was  a 
Chicago  newscaster  for  ABC  and 
NBC  television  networks.  He  was 
part  of  the  ABC  team  whose 
coverage  of  the  1952  political 
conventions  in  Chicago  won  the 
Peabody  Award  for  distinguished 
television  journalism. 

Mr.  Kiplinger  is  co-author  of 
America  in  the  Global  '90s 
(1989),  The  Exciting  '80s  (1979), 
Washington  Now  (1975),  and 
Boom  and  Inflation  Ahead

We  seek 
balanced  geographic,  gender,  ethnic,  and 
acadetiiic  representation  on  the  Committee. 
Members  serve  four  years. 
What's  involved 

The  Committee  is  a  volunteer  board  serving 
without  pay  but  with  expenses  paid.  Membership 
is  an  honor,  but  more  than  that,  it's  an 
opportunity  to  improve  our  communities  by 
applying  humanities  wisdom  to  public  life.  The 
Committee  meets  four  times  a  year,  for  2-3  days 
per  meeting.  Members  represent  the  Committee; 
review  project  proposals;  evaluate  funded 
proposals;  set  policy;  assist  with  fund  raising  and 
development;  employ  the  director;  and  promote 
awareness  of  the  Committee's  program  to  the 
general  public,  state  leaders,  and  the  Montana 
congressional  delegation.  When  the  occasion 
arises,  members  discuss  among  themselves  the 
great  questions  facing  Montana.  Before  each 
meeting,  members  typically  spend  10-12  hours 
reading  and  reviewing  project  proposals.
